Richard, 


The Canadian CSR5 is definitely one of the classic military receivers, and 
I like its performance. Noteworthy is the use of a separate triode 
oscillator, implemented with a miniature tube, a 9002. This is very advanced 
for a WW2 receiver. 

I have a few Canadian Navy CSR5A's both in the tabletop configuration with 
the original cabinet, and rack mounted in the CM11 system, with the 
transmitter. 

I also have a CSR5Y model, with black wrinkle front panel. This version is 
for a dual diversity system, with AGC in and out terminals and AGC input 
selector. 

The only thing which you have to get used to, is the reverse tuning of the 
dial - the pointer goes opposite the knob spin direction... 


The other shipboard receiver Canadian Marconi manufactured for the RCN in 
WwW2 was the SMR3 (I have one which needs some restoration work). 

Then there were the AR2 and AR6 aircraft receivers for 12 and 24 V systems 
respectively, manufactured ‘for the RCAF in WW2, sort of equivalent of the 
BC-348, but looks a little like the TCS. 


Another marine receiver was built by Vancouver Radio Labs during WW2, and 
was simply called VRL. It looks fairly impressive...

A lot of good receivers have been mentioned on this thread and I bet a lot 
of us have added new entries on our "looking for at hamfests" list. Looking 
at the receivers I own and use fairly often I would list the following: 


Under the National heading 

NC-100X The first of the coil catacomb receivers with the classic PW dial 
and a magic eye. Also the 101 variant, is this the only ham band only 
receiver with push-pull audio? 

NC-240D The last of the series with both general coverage and ham band only 
switch positions along with a nice audio section. 

HRO-7 For some reason I really like this transition model between the 5/M/W 
and the later 50/60 series. The last of the external power supply units and 
has a nice look. Of course any of the HRO's are classics. 

Honorable mention: the NC-400 is interesting but it isn't as mechanically 
stable as I would expect for a later model receiver. It was set-up to 
easily use an external HFO and this may account for the less than wonderful 


performance of the internal oscillator on higher bands. I expected it to be 
a "Super" version of the NC-183D which I really like but its not quite 
there. 


For RME: 

I agree with the RME-69 for reasons mentioned previously but would also add 

the RME-99 as deserving a close look. Like the 69, it has separate main and 
bandspread capacitors with nice bandspread tuning. I also like the 45 and I 
have one set up with the matching preselector, converter, and speaker. 


Hammarlund: 

My SP-210 with the variable bandwidth is definitely a favorite. Well built 
with a power supply that weighs more than many modern amplifiers. 

The HQ-129 It works well and certainly was popular. 


Hallicrafters: 

I wish I had an SX-88! (someday, maybe) 

The SX-16, works ok; beautiful "German Silver" dial, "spiral bandspread" 
S-36A Looks like the National workers descended upon Halli for awhile 
Honorable mention: The SX-42 the late 40's version of a DC to daylight 
receiver.

Murphy B40 - A battleship anchor whose unique appearance guarantees it a 
place in the list 


The Australian Naval ACAS receiver - unknown in the US but a very nice 
solid 1950s design with a turret mechanism that would take your finger

The Halli S-27 which I use for FM listening. 


If I had the front end, I'm sure the FRR-59A would be up there too. I 
have the back end and have been searching for the RF section for a 


And finally, a brief mention of a "modern" radio that is heavy enough to 
be a boatanchor despite the fuse being the only glass component. The 
Danish Dansk Radio RX4000. It has the best sideband filters I have ever 
heard.

Subject: SX-100 update

I have gone through the SX-100 and it receives on all bands. The main 
tuning dial is way off (40 meters lines up at 6950 rather than 7500 where 
the diamond is located). All bands are off in similar fashion. Once I get 
each band set on the main dial the bandspread falls in place fairly close. 
I found an old TV balun that I had soldered a coax connector to (its from 
Drake) and used that to hook my antennas to ant 1 and 2. It sure makes a 
difference. I was listening to W1AW and had to reach for the volume 
control. I also went to Radio Shack and bought two #44 bulbs as the bulbs 
on the bandspread dial were out. The dials work fine so don't have the 
problems with the inserts that have been discussed lately. 


I still have to check the T notch filter but just tuning it on CW did not 
seem to do anything. The S meter does not seem to work. Throwing the 
receive/transmit toggle switch does make the S meter jump back a little. I 
will check out the wiring and the meter. Turning the S meter adjust pot on 
the rear did nothing so I will see if works. I found such a pot was shorted 
in another receiver. 


Several reported the S meter should work on SSB as long as the AVC is 
switched on but the manual is quite clear that you need to be in AM mode to 
get it to read and the sensitivity (RF gain) on 10 ( all on). I wonder if 
this is a mod in the later models. The QST review only mentions the S meter 
but gives no clues. 


The manual says SX-100 Mark I A. I cannot find a serial number anywhere. 
There is a number 3B with a five digit number on the metal over the S-meter. 
This number does not match the parts list so its a possible suspect. 

Usually the number is on the rear but the piece of paper that was attached 
is torn off. I looked over the chassis with no luck for any other numbers 


except parts numbers. The original note saying the RX was aligned at the 
factory is still attached to the bottom of the case. But it has no model 
info and appears generic. 


I will get back to the Sx-100 next week. Thanks for all the comments so 
far.

Folks, 


I do a fair amount of SWLing, mostly listening to the BBC. NOw, this 
used to be easy before they quit pointing their antennas this way. 
I'm near San Francisco, and it's a long way to Europe from here. 


Having finally gotten my SX-42 working well (BUT...does anyone have a 
second IF transformer for this radio? Mine works, but the IF bandpass 
shapes are not correct), I have been using it. My antenna is the 
usual not-long-enough wire, about 40 feet end fed. The Halli is 


pretty good with weak signals and does not drift much, either. The 
BC-348 is pretty good that way, too, but as is well known isn't very 
selective. 


The best signals here seem to be in the 49 and 41 M bands. They 
aren't very strong, and selectivity is an issue. So out comes the 
Drake R-4A, and whistles and monkey chatter are gone! No surprise, 
really, but the Drake certainly does the job. 


Maybe tonight I will fire up my 1936 GE E-101 (I RF amp, 2 IFs) and 
see how it does by comparison. I have always felt that wood radios 
are underrated for sensitivity and general SW performance for AM 
purposes. More to follow. 


I have on its way to me a twin-tone RF generator and plan to do 
sensitivity and 3rd order intercept measurements on a few of my 
radios. I'll post what I find here. I will also do comparisons with 
some sand state radios (Grundig high-end analog plus one digital 
portables, mostly) that I have. I expect taht the hollow state stuff 
will do better at overload if only because the front end runs on 250V 
rather than 9V, but we'll see. 


I live outside the city, but San Francisco itself is a very difficult 
place for radio reception. Right smack in the middle of the city, on 
top of 900 foot Mt. Sutro, rises Sutro Tower, a 900 foot structure 
with beaucoup TV transmitting antennas on it. I have seen’ stereos 
in which the speaker leads picked up enough TV carriers that we 
needed to put a couple of turns of inductance near the amplifier to 
keep the output stage from rectifying the signals and putting snync 
buzz in the audio. My BC-348 does not do much better with this than 
other radios, unfortunately. I may try filtering the power line input 
(I work in a company that is half British, so I almost wrote mains 
lead input!) and maybe then the antenna input as well.
